Prov. 23:23 

Truth is confirmed when truth is of 
divine origin and believed and acted 
on. Let us examine it. Here is a 
statement of truth, John 17:17, “Thy 
word is truth.” Now here Jesus honors 
and gives credit to the Word of God. 
No doubt, no fear; he knows God’s 
Word is Truth. He also brought it 
down to us, John 1:17. 

The truth confirmed, the statement 
of truth, the law (word) of the Lord, 
is perfect (powerful, Heb. 4:12; CON- 
VERTING THE SOUL, Psa. 19:7). For 
confirmation of this truth, when the 
infidel Ingersoll desired Gen. Lew 
Wallace’s help to down convert-mak- 
ing religion, it is said that Gen. Lew 
Wallace was advised by infidel Inger- 
soll to contradict the Bible and put it 
out through his papers, but the re- 
sult is said to be this: as Mr. Wallace 
read the Book he was led to believe 
it, not to fight it. He came under its 
powerful converting truth and was 
converted. Here truth was confirmed 
in its reality. Yes, truth has an agree- 
ment with reality and Gen. Lew Wal- 
lace gave us his book, “Ben Hur.” 

I remember, and no doubt you do 
too, reading long ago the story of 
“The Forty-Mile Run.” Dr. Price tells 
it of a father whose last son had then 
grown to the age when fathers hope 
and plan the future for their sons. 
So said father to son, “Joe, have you 
thought about what you are going to 
be through life?” “No, Father,” said 
Joe, “I have not, but have you father?” 
“Yes,” said the father, “before you 
were born your mother and I prayed 
that God would give us a preacher. 
All the other boys are doctors and 
other professional men.” “All right,” 
said Joe, “then I will be a preacher,” 
and was soon off to school. But, alas, 
it was one of those schools that gave 
no place to the truth and when Joe 
came home he was in style and 
streamlined but unsaved and in 
doubt about God. 

One day, with some success after 
the modernistic pattern, he came out 
of his studies, saying, “Wife, I am 
through with it. I can’t believe in the 
virgin birth and I can’t believe in 
the blood of Christ, so I am through 
with it all.” He entered into a pub- 
lishing and writing company only in

newspaper fashion. Here he gave 
way to drink and lost his all, coming 
down to the level of a bum. He moved 
from the Midwest to the West coast. 
Here he was employed by some pros- 
pectors and given a job out on the 
Forty-Mile Run. He and his dog with 
food and whiskey lived cabin-life 
fashion waiting for spring when the 
work for the prospectors would start. 
It so happened that during the winter 
he was visited by two men, one a 
Catholic and the other of another 
faith. Joe welcomed them in and soon 

















found them to be whiskey soaks like 
himself. Through God’s grace one of 
the men got sick and in search for 
help for the very sick man, Joe came 
upon a Bible in his trunk, which his 
daughter had placed there unknown 
to Joe. When Joe fgund it, he stepped 
to the stove that heated the cabin, 
intending to burn it—the Word of all 
Truth. The sick man begged that the 
Book be given him, and it was. This 
led to reading, and as it was being 
read, the whiskey barrel began to 
lose its spirits power, and soon all 
three men became regular readers of 
God’s Book, upon an agreement that 
a regular habit be established for 
daily Bible reading. It came Joe’s 
turn to read again, on the fifteenth 
day, and having started with the book 
of John, Joe’s turn came at the fif-

teenth chapter of John. As he read 
of the true vine and the fruitful and 
fruitless branches, a lump swelled up 
in his throat. Joe confessed that he 
had been reading the Book often un- 
seen by the others, and so confessed 
the other men. This gave way to open 
confessions, followed by confession to 
God, and repentance, and made way 
for God’s Spirit, God’s Truth, and God 
confirmed the Truth in actual real- 
ity. Joe and his two buddies were con- 
verted. Yes, Joe Conley and his bud- 
dies got saved, and the Truth con- 
verted these men. Brother, “buy the 
truth, and sell it not.” 

Truth has an agreement with real- 
ity. Here it was proven. Truth made 
actual, real. Heaven and earth will 
pass away but God’s Truth will never 
pass away. It will not. It can not. 
Mark 16:20, “And they went forth, 
and preached every where, the Lord 
working with them, and confirming 
the WORD with signs following. 
Amen.” 

Finally, what about this speaking in 
other tongues? Recently, I received 
mail from one of our young people 
attending Bible School. In excerpts 
this is what she said, “Oh, Brother 
Seyda, God filled me with the Holy 
Ghost and without effort He spoke 
through my vocal organs in other 
tongues.” This agrees with the Truth. 
I spoke in tongues for the first time 
in a prayer service on the good old 
farm. During this meeting Brother 
Ralph was saved. God was with us 
and as Ralph prayed through to peace 
and love, God witnessed to him that 
the work was done in experience. God 
made the truth of this Bible state- 
ment real: His “Spirit . . . beareth 
witness with our spirit, that we are 
the children of God,” Roman 8:16.

General MacArthur Sees Mission- 

ary Opportunity 

ATLANTA, Ga.—(RNS)—Christian- 
ity has an opportunity “without coun- 
' terpart since the birth of Chifist” to 
spread among the peoples of the Far 
East, General Douglas MacArthur, Su- 
preme Commander for Allied powers 
in Japan, has written Dr. Louie D. 
Newton, president of the Southern 
' Baptist Convention. 

“If this opportunity is fully availed 
of by the leaders of our Christian 
faith,” Gen. MacArthur stated, “a rev- 
olution of the spirit may ke cxpected 
to ensue which may more favorably 
alter the course of civilization than 
has any economic or political revolu- 
tion in the his:ory of the world. I 
know that you will join me in the 
hope that we may rise to this opportu- 
nity and squarely meet its challenge. 

The letter was in response to one 
from Dr. Newton commending the oc- 
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cupation forces on their management 
of Japanese affairs with minimum ex- 
ercise of military force. 


ITALY 
Protestants in Italy are having 
difficulties. Fascist racial decrees 


have been repealed by the Allies, but 
not the anti-Protestant church laws 
enforced by the civil government as a 
result of the agreement made by the 
Vatican with Mussolini. One of these 
church laws forbids Protestants to 
purchase lands for new churches or 
to rent quarters for religious services. 

Writing from Naples, an American 
Colonel describes the result of this 
discrimination: “In Naples, to the 
side of the San Carlo Theater by the 
Palace fence and in no way blocking 
traffic, a few English soldiers were 
holding alittle gospel service. I 
stopped and listened, or tried to, and 
it consisted of some Scripture reading, 
hymn singing, and a short message 
from three or four verses . . . Along- 
side was a tall middle-aged priest, 
screaming in rage, with four young 
priests helping him tell the people 
that if they listened to the Protes- 
tants they would go to hell. They 
waved a picture of the Virgin and 
screamed and chanted and the priest 
urged the ruffians in the crowd to 
break up the service. Thus encour- 
aged, some women spat at them and 
pushed the speaker. A Salvation Army 
man listening was roughly treated. As 
the little group closed its service in 
prayer, there were catcalls and hoot- 
ing and obscene language led and en- 
couraged by the priests.” 

What will hap®en to Protestant 
freedom in Italy after the allied 
armies leave has been aptly described 
by reporters when they term the pres- 
ent interlude of serious persecution a 
“Protestant Holiday.” 

But even the Roman Catholics were 
not without their troubles. During the 
summer, Monarchist mobs were at- 
tacking priests on the streets after 
dark. One priest was killed in Naples. 
According to Vatican officials, the 
current wave of anti-clericalism has 
been fomented not only by monarch- 


ists but by Communists who are anx- 
ious to spread ill will toward the 
clergy.—Christian Life and Times. 
POPE PIUS REPLIES TO 
ANTI-CLERICALS 


Holds ‘Unconditional Liberty’ of 
Press and Films Would ‘Legal- 
ize License’ 

VATICAN CITY, Jan 8 (AP)—Pope 
Pius XII struck at “unconditional 
liberty” of the press and films today 
in his second reply in recent weeks to 
virulent attacks on the church by 

Italian anti-clerical weeklies. 

He told members of the Roman 
nobility gathered in the _ consistory 
hall that to permit publications and 
movies “to undermine the religious 
and moral foundations of the life of 
the people” would be “to legalize 
license.” 

Three weeks ago, appearing before 
a giant gathering of Catholics before 
St. Peter’s Church to protest the re- 
birth of anti-cléricalism in some of 
Rome’s weekly papers, the pope called 
for a new union to defend the faith, 
and spoke of “pain and indignation” 
at the attacks on his person and the 
church. 

Earlier, Prime Minister Alcide de 
Gasperi, himself an ardent Catholic, 
had sharply criticized such anti- 
church papers as Pollo and Don 
Basilio and promised that his gov-

A new year has begun, and there 
were many resolutions made that were 
broken before the first month ended. 
Whether or not you are the type of 
person to resolve to do better things 
during the coming year, we have all 
made promises and pledges unto God 
in time past that must be observed 
and kept today. To make a vow unto 
God is an admirable thing, a helpful 
resource in time of need, but that vow 
must afterward be kept with all strict- 
ness and rigor. At no future time are 
we to ignore or disregard our vows. 


WHAT IS A VOW? 


A vow is a solemn promise to God of 
doing some good thing thereafter. 
Vows are made to God! It is possible, 
however, to make a pledge which 
seems to be made to God, but is in 
reality the very opposite to that. When 
these ill-made and _ anti-scriptural 
promises are found to be such, they 
should be annulled with great speed. 
The writer joined an oath-bound 
society when he was sixteen years old, 
and took an awful maledictory oath 
that smacked of cruelty and sadism 
in their worst degree. That vow was 
antipodal to everything in God’s Word 
and all the truth of God’s Spirit—al- 
though it seemed, by its subtle use of 
His name, to be a pledge made to God. 
That vow was immediately forsaken: 
verily, it never would have been taken 
had I known its content beforehand. 
GOD ACCEPTS NO VOW THAT IS 
CONTRADICTORY TO HIS WORD! 
Any vow or promise that you make to 
Satan, even if made seemingly God- 
ward, should be abandoned posthaste. 
It seems that Jeremiah may have 
made a rash and unacceptable vow— 
but he did not hesitate in breaking it 
once he realized that it clashed with 
God’s will. See Jer. 20:9. 
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When there is laxity in one’s Chris- 
tian life, and one vows to do better, 
that vow must be stringently kept. To 
relapse from it is to sin! When one 
vows something to God, as requital for 
some favor, and that favor is granted, 
then one must not postpone the pay- 
ment of his vow. To fail in the pay- 
ment and observance of vows is OUT- 
RIGHT SIN. What about the vows 
YOU have made to God? Are all your 
pledges paid? or, have you promised 
God so many things, and have broken 
those promises so many times that 
God no longer trusts you? Is your word 
still good with God? Can He depend 
on what you say? Defer not to pay it! 
Pay that which thou hast vowed! 


OCCASIONS FOR VOWS 


All Christians make vows to God 
sometimes. Their reasons for doing so 
are various, their circumstances dif- 
ferent. The Christian life itself is a 
solemn promise to live for God if He 
will save us and watch for our souls. 
Perplexities and distress often give 
birth to vows. They are accepted and 
honored of God, but He expects their 
fulfillment after the occasion of their 
birth has passed. 


VOWS ARISE FROM BLESSINGS 
Genesis 28:11-22 


Jacob had a dream. He saw a heav- 
enly vision! While his heart was still 
uplifted and exultant, Jacob vowed to 
God a tenth of all his future increase. 
How often we make pledges to Him 
after He has enriched our souls with 
a blessing. During that revival, during 
that convention, was your heart lov- 
ingly warmed? and did you promise 
God that thereafter you would pay 
Him His tithe? That vow is still in 
force! Did you promise Him remem- 
brance in all that He gives you? GOD 
EXPECTS YOU TO PAY YOUR VOW! 
“Oh, but I made that promise during 
the excitement of a glorious service!”

Did you 
promise to talk thinks over and re- 
store your mutual friendship? Have 
you done so, or is the animosity still 
between you? If you have neglected 
your vow, you stand before God with 
fault in your heart. 


VOWS ARISE FROM DESIRES 


More than anything in the world, 
Hannah wanted a son. So intense was 
her desire that she promised God to 
consecrate her hoped-for son to the 
service of God. He should be a Naza- 
rite! “Give me a son, O God, and I will 
give him back to thee!” Hannah was 
as good as her word. When God gave 
Samuel to her, she reared him in the 
fear of God, and duly presented him 
for service at the house of God. Han- 
nah wanted something—and she was 
willing to give something in exchange. 


How many of you mothers and fath- 
ers have promised God to rear your 
children in the way of righteousness, 
if He would only give children to your 
union? Now they are taught to dance 
and frolic, and never taught of God 
and the blessedness of His way. How 
often we beg something from God, 
only to forget our promise as soon as 
our desire is satisfied. If God would 
only heal your child, you would take 
him to Sunday School thereafter. Now 
he is well—and has never attended 
Sunday School with any regularity.

when we tell time by eternity’s clock. 
Thank God! We can use our sojourn 
here in development and improve- 
ment. 

Zeal has been the octane that has 
moved people forward. One of the 
characteristics of the early followers 
of the Master was a conspicuous and 
consuming zeal. It is better to have 
a lot of zeal, even if there is a danger 
that it travels in forbidden paths, 
than to be overcautious, never at- 
tempting to emerge from a multitude 
of fears that drown the small hopes 
of men. Admittedly, there is a danger 
if misguided zeal propels us forward. 
But, this is not our greatest danger. 
Our greatest danger is to expect 
Christianity to have a _ heart-beat 
without a zeal to activate our en- 
deavors. Paul gave us his observation 
in Titus 2:14, “Who gave himself for 
us, that he might redeem us from all 
iniquity, and purify unto himself a 
peculiar people, zealous of good 
works.” Better living is beyond the 
reach of men that are tired in spirit. 


“We are not any more than what 
others expect of us.” Even if that is 


only part truth, it is challenging for 
us all to have someone looking our 
way expectantly. We must not fall. 

The Church of God has a tre- 
mendous responsibility. Because of 
its compassion and love for the truth, 
an inestimable prestige has been 
built up over the years. Some have 
reluctantly paid us compliments far 
beyond our first expectations. We 
have no right to expect from any one 
unless we merit it. 

I’m thinking of evangelism, our 
foreign and home mission work, our 
youth that asks for leadership and 
direction, our Bible Schools, and our 
Sunday Schools. With such a re- 
sponsibility it is good to hear from 
the inspired man and hear that he 
has a persuasion and expectancy of 
better things from us. 

Here in the State of Pennsylvania, 
it is not unrealistic to view the whole 
field of possibilities. Could we accept 
them as our tasks? Scores of towns, 
both large and small, have not been 
touched with the awakening influ- 
ences of the full gospel. Thank God 
for what has been done. When we 
realize what can be done by grace, 
we lose our boastfulness about past 
accomplishments. Our souls sigh 
longingly for the necessary equipment 
to produce better. living. 

It is safe to say that our state will 
make a great record. I’m only writ- 
ing my observation. The mental atti- 
tude and the spirit that dominates 
our ministry and laity has confirmed 
that to me. My confidence is identical 
with the writer of Hebrews. I borrow 
only his words, “We are persuaded 
better things of you.” Let us re- 
member—It is through Christ. 


Children of Promise

All Israel that is called Israel 
is not Israel but only the remnant 
which was saved on the day of Pente- 
cost with “born again” Gentiles, 
Blindness, however, has only hap- 
pened to Israel by works of the law,

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"I Am the Living Bread” 


Look again at that big golden-brown 
loaf of bread, the slices of which are 
so appetizing. 

Bread symbolizes life itself to so 
many people. This mother slicing the 
bread is typical of multi-millions of 
mothers throughout the entire world 
who know that bread is the “staff of 
life.” In the Eastern Hemisphere, 
bread is the principal part of the 
meal; other foods are accessory. In 
the Western, no meal is complete with- 
out it. Bread is the most universal 
food. 

I imagine when Johnny is asked to 
look again at this picture, he’ll say, 
“Well, it just looks like another loaf 
of bread to me,” and yet how many 
times will he and millions of others call 
for sandwiches made of two slices of 
bread, more than twice as much bread 
as other food. 

When I first saw the picture, I 
thought of the starving millions in 
Europe, and then followed the thought 
of how Jesus said He was the living 
Bread. Do you remember the large 
billboard signs our Government 
flashed over the Nation last year, an- 
nouncing that “five millions will die 
of starvation and bitter cold this win- 
ter in the war-torn areas’? The head- 
lines of the newspapers were stream- 
ing with news of great wheat short- 
ages, that the grain elevators of the 
West were being emptied, for wheat, 
you know, meant bread for starving 
Europe. (Thousand thanks to N.A.E. for 
splendid war relief program. See last 
issue Missions page.) 

But why do the starving people ask 
first for bread? Several reasons may 
be given. First, bread is universally 
known as a hunger-satisfying food; 
it is inexpensive; it tastes good; it is 
not hard to digest. Since sick, suffer- 
ing, weak people must have easily di- 
gestible foods, bread is the answer. We 
are told that it contains the neces- 
sary nutritious elements the body 
must have. The dieticians who have 
made a scientific study of foods say 
that bread combines energy-producing 
carbohydrates with muscle-building 
protein, which quickly satisfies by 
driving away the pangs of hunger. 
They also claim that bread provides 
highly important amounts of three 
important B vitimins — thiamine, nia- 
cin, and riboflavin—and iron. Bread al- 
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John 6:51 
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so provides some phosphorus and cal- 
cium. Men in recent years have 
learned the life-giving elements of 
bread, but remember, Jesus knew it for 
He put those elements into it. 

Bread and the art of bread-making 
is very ancient. We find that there 
were three kinds or qualities of flour 
mentioned in the Old Testament. First, 
the coarser sort, made by pestle and 
mortar—the beaten corn, Lev. 2:14-16. 
Second, the flour or meal of ordinary 
use. Exod. 29:2. And third, the “fine 
meal” for honored guests, “fine flour” 
for kings. Gen. 18:6. People of the 
Orient even today highly regard bread. 
To them there is a sacredness about it. 
It is “a gift of God.” When one of 
them finds a piece of bread along the 
highway he will not let it be trampled 
in the dust. He will pick it up, throw 
it to a dog, or put it in a crevice for 
the birds. We, too, should never waste 
bread. 

How wonderful! How marvelous! the 
most common food—bread—is so im- 
portant that Jesus compared Himself 
to bread. “I am the living bread which 
came down from heaven,” John 6:51. 
Again, “I am the bread of life,” V. 48. 
He was born in Bethlehem—Beth (He- 
brew), meaning house, and lehem 
(Hebrew) meaning bread—thus He 
was born in the “house of bread.” But 
this is not the reason He said He was 
the Bread, for He said, “I am the liv- 
ing bread which came down from 
heaven,” referring by contrast to the 
manna. 

The occasion of our Master’s dis- 
course on bread came one day when 
He permitted His followers to ask Him 
questions. They asked, “What shall we 
do, that we may work the works of 
God?” John 6:28. Jesus answered, 
“This is the work of God, that ye be- 
lieve on him whom he hath sent,” V. 
29. They immediately asked for a sign 
as proof, or in other words, “If you 
are the heavenly messenger, show us 
your credentials.” They said, “Our fa- 
thers did eat manna in the desert; as 
it is written, He gave them bread from 
heaven to eat.” Jesus, always eager 
to defend the truth, said, “Moses gave 
you not that bread,” even if the poets 
had referred to Moses’ attitude, for 


Moses, speaking about the need, did 
not even pray for food, rather made 
the remark, “Must we fetch water out 
of the rock?” But God didn’t have to 
have Moses do it. He just rained man- 
na—heavenly corn—down from heav- 
en, that tasted like wafers and honey. 

While the followers were giving due 
and overdue credit to Moses’ miracles, 
they were overlooking Christ’s mir- 
acles, and were unable, apparently, to 
appreciate His wonderful words, “I am 
the bread of God’—Bread my Father 
gives, food for your souls. “I am the 
bread of life,” no doubt referring to 
the tree of life in the garden of Eden, 
when Adam was told to do certain 
things and live; “there is life in me, 
eat and live.” Then further He said, 
“I am the living bread,” not dead as 
was the manna, which, if left over, 
would spoil. It had the germ of death 
in it. But Jesus ever liveth, never 
molding or becoming stale. He is to- 
day alive forevermore. The old, old 
story is ever new, vivid, life-giving. 
Jesus came down from heaven to do 
God’s will, yet the Jews murmured, 
complained. “How can a man speak 
that way? Isn’t Joseph his father, and 
his mother and brothers here?” Jesus 
said, “Murmur not among yourselves. 
No man can come to me, except the 
Father which hath sent me draw 
him,” VV. 43, 44. Praise God for the 
drawing power. We must feel the holy 
urge. We must go to Jesus. “He that 
cometh to me shall never hunger; and 
he that believeth on me shall never 
thirst,” V. 35. Jesus has declared Him- 
self the Bread of Life, so when we 
“come” to Him “believing” that, that 
is the particular time we receive Him 
wholeheartedly and partake of His di- 
vine nature, becoming new creatures 
in Christ Jesus. 

Needless to say, we do not believe in 
the doctrine of transubstantiation, as 
the Catholics, who believe that by of- 
ficial declaration the bread and wine 
become another substance, no longer 
literal bread and wine, but the very 
body of the very God, and if you eat 
and drink literally you, by that very 
act, become spiritually filled with God. 
That is preposterous. Imagine Chris- 
tians eating their God, something the 
heathen dare not do! But, dear ones, 
receiving God is an act of faith, an

When we, both as indi- 
viduals and as members of the Church 
of God, come to the place that we can 
visualize its great meaning, then my 
sincere belief is that our mission pro- 
gram will go over one hundred per 
cent, and not only will we receive fi- 
nance, but I believe that more young 
men and women will consecrate their 
youthful lives with the unselfish 
words, “Lord, send me.” 

Give the youth a chance, pastors. 
Above all, do not fail to give a 
thorough explanation of the meaning 
of missions to your church and to your 
Y. P. E. Many young men and women, 
once zealous to win others to Christ, 
have today lost that zeal and vision 
simply because they were deprived of 
the encouragement that any young 
person needs. Keep the young people 
busy in your church; give them a job 
to do. They are young and able, as well 
as willing, to perform the task. Noth- 
ing means more to a person in his 
youth than the idea of accomplish- 
ment. Go to him with love. Gain his 
confidence. Emphasize the mission 
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program and secure his help. Then 


& watch the program go over. 


Say not the words, “Tomorrow I 
shall endeavor to promote missions,” 
but look out upon the fields at the 
souls who are lost. Many have never 
heard the precious story of Jesus. The 
main reason so many of us have never 
realized the great meaning of mis- 
sions is that we have never glanced 
out upon the fields. We do not possess 
that great love for dying souls as 
Christians should. Do you remember 
the night or day you were saved? just 
how great joy bubbled over in your 
soul, and how you wanted everyone in 
the world to know about your great 
experience? Wasn’t it a wonderful 
teeling just to know that your sins 
were forgiven? Indeed it was. It was 
so wonderful that you should by no 
means ever let that spirit die but lift 
high the blood-stained banner toa 
lost world, realizing it your supreme 
responsibility to God. 

I have heard of missions most all of 
my life and the very thought has 
greatly impressed me, but I never took 
it so seriously until last week—Mission 
Week at B. T. S. I imagine this to be 
one of the most wonderful weeks in 
the history of the school. How inspira- 
tional, as we went from class to class, 
feeling God’s great presence within 
our souls. Great pastors were seen in 
the administration building presenting 
to us items of interest concerning 
other countries. Three pictures were 
shown to us by Rev. Carl Hughes, thus 
developing a greater vision of a mis- 
Sionary’s life and giving to usa 
greater view of the lost souls in vari- 
ous places who long for the Word of 
God. As we students gazed upon such 
a true picture, I for one can truthfully 
say that I then caught the real mean- 
ing of missions. A vivid picture was 
placed within my mind, of never-dying 
souls, which shall not vanish in a day. 
God forbid that it should ever vanish, 
but that my love for those precious 
souls may continue to grow.

We had 
a real prayer meeting and the way the 
people gave shall long be a memory to 
the students who were present. Why 
did all this happen, and why were 
such unusual convictions placed with- 
in hearts to give to God’s mission 
cause? Simply because that great mis- 
sionary Spirit lived among us. We eacl. 
had awakened to the realization of 
what a real missionary spirit meant. 

Many young men and women, just 
in the prime of life, stood up with 
tears streaming down their faces tes- 
tifying of God’s calling.

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I did not, tut I yielded completely in 
the hands of God and the thought 
came so plainly to me, “We all can’t 
be foreign missionaries, but we can all 
be missionary-minded.”

Then as you look upon the field, 
do not overlook our own country; re- 
member our own country must have a 
“tomorrow,” if the Lord tarries, and 
every American, as well as other peo- 
ple, must face a judgment. Fill the 
place where God would have you, and 
put your faith and trust in Him alone. 
When clouds hang low and you pass 
through a very dark hour, grow not 
discouraged, but hold on to God; He 
will see you through. If God has told 
you to go, by all means prepare your- 
self to go. If He has told you to send, 
fulfili your duty and send. If your 
conviction is to give, it would be wise

Dear Brother Brinsfield: 

I know you will be glad to hear that, 
with the blessing and help of the 
Lord, we arrived in Guatemala, all 
well and stronger in body than when 
we left for the States, although some- 
what weary and with nerves on edge. 

During our wait in Cleveland, we 
were glad to get better acquainted 
with the officials at Headquarters 
and with the members of our home 
church. The services we were able to 
attend in the various churches were 
a rare treat for us. We will always re- 
member with pleasure the kindness 
shown to us by you, the other mem- 
bers of the Mission Board, Brother 
Slay, Sister Rodgers, and a host of 
others too numerous to mention here. 
Among some of the few disappoint- 
ments, I may mention that I was 
sorry Brother Slay failed to get that 
jeep ride which, undercover, I 
planned to give him. 

We left Cleveland November 19. We 
took our time from Cleveland to San 
Antonio, Texas, as we didn’t want to 
get too far ahead of the Carrolls who 
were to follow us. We were later sur- 
prised to learn that they caught up 
with us at Houston and, without any 
of us being aware of. it, spent the 
night in the same tourist camp. And 
they beat us into San Antonio, on the 
28th, by a few hours. 

We met with the Syversons, who 
had been hindered by passport diffi- 
culties and were waiting in San An- 
tonio, and we all planned to drive 
through to Guatemala together. 

We were told the good news in La- 
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redo that the Pan-American Highway 
was opened, had been officially dedi- 
cated a few days before—which all 
turned out to be true the Mexican 
way. 

We squeezed through the border 
and passed the custom and other of- 
ficials with the usual head-, back-, 
and heartaches, on the 6th of Decem- 
ber, and, about four o’clock in the 
evening, were on our way south. We 
planned to run about forty miles an 
hour which, for me, meant fifty or 
fifty-five. The reason: We took the 
tail end of the procession, because of 
our frequent stops for the baby, stops 


which became more frequent after 
the baby, who got tired riding, 
learned that a false alarm would stop 
the jeep. And the result was that we 
had to run faster to keep up with the 
others. But the jeeps, with heavy 
loads, ran very easily. And after we 
struck bad roads, my jeep acted as if 
it was right at home and really enjoy- 
ing it. 

Roads were good to Oaxaca and a 
little farther, and then a good graded 
gravel road ran right through the 
Sierra Madre Mountains, over 
frequent detours, through rivers 
where bridges were totally lacking, or 
are under construction, and over 
rocks where they are still blasting. 
The jeeps went through it without 
any trouble, but Brother Syverson’s 
car took a good beating, and when we 
got as far as Las Cruces, he had 
enough and decided to make for Ar- 
riaga, and from there ship his car 
to Tapachula. This decision was 
taken because he had heard that 
from Cd. de las Casas, the only way 
to get through any farther, was by 
horseback. 


Well, after we got to Arriaga, which

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we did in the nighttime and by the 
way, after zigzagging down the side 
of a mountain which was so steep it 
boiled the water out of Brother Syver- 
son’s radiator we learned that 
we would have to go on to 
Tonala to ship our cars. After a 
night’s rest at the hotel, a guide was 
hired for this last jornada of the 
Mexican road. And the guide insisted 
on taking a man along with a pick- 
ax. We learned what that was for lat- 
er. But by this time no one wanted to 
turn back and no one blamed Brother 
Syverson for wanting to get his car on 
the railroad. 

At once a big river was to be 
crossed, after some maneuvering 
through the sand, we all got across. 
And then we struck what we all 
agreed was the worst road we had 
ever traveled. The two jeeps took it 
from beginning to end without any 
difficulty or straining. But poor 
Brother Syverson’s car took an awful 
battering. And sometimes all hands 
were pushing, or on one side holding 
it from tipping over. It, was along 
here, where the road was toughest 
and where the end of the exhaust 
pipe was lost and the adornments be- 
gan to disappear, that I began to 
really appreciate Brother Syverson 
and to admire his patience. 

At Tonala a flat car-was secured and 
Brother Luther pulled Brother Syver- 
son’s car up onto the platform. I was 
left behind to perform the same serv- 


ice for another American. He had fol- 
lowed us on the same road and his 
car could not make the grade, sol 
pulled him up. 

The women were persuaded to go to 
Tapachula by passenger train, the 
men all rode in the jeeps and Cars. 
The trip was hardest for the women. 
Mrs. Syverson was sick along the way. 
Mrs. Furman stood it quite well, al- 
though never at any time in love 
with the jeep. Of course, Dot, being 
the younger, came through O.K., the 
hardest part of the trip for her being 
the train ride to Tapachula—separat- 
ed from her husband. And our little 
dark-skinned Indian baby is always 
a little lump of heavenly sunshine. 
We hung her little chair on coil 
springs. 

Our flat car arrived in Tapachula 
at dawn of the 16th. I was sleeping 
soundly in the jeep. When the car 
came to a stop I awoke and looked 
out—and there across the way on 
another flat car was the red jeep and 
Brother Syverson’s car. They had left 
Tonala about five o’clock the morning 
of the 15th and arrived too late to 
get their cars unloaded. We had left 
about four o’clock of the same day 
and had caught up with them again. 
And so we all sweated it out together, 
the Mexican way, and paid double, 
the Mexican way, to get our cars. And 
together we crossed the border into 
Guatemala the evening of the 17th, 
and spent the night in Malacatan. On 


our way to Quezaltenango the next 
day, the Pullins met us with refresh- 
ments, and we had a joyful reunion 
and visit with them in our home in 
Quezaltenango on the 18th. Carrie 
was glad to set her feet in her own 
home once again. I thought the baby 
would have forgotten, but she remem- 
bered. She looked at her little crib 
and said, “My bed.” She knew that 
she was home. 

But my journey was not quite over. 
We had received orders at the border 
to present our jeeps at the custom- 
house in Guatemala City in eight 
days, which meant before Christmas. 
So I met the Carrolls in Guatemala 
and we drove out of the customhouse, 
where they performed the final skin- 
ning act, on the 24th of December as 
the whistle was sounding the noon 
closing hour and the beginning of the 
Christmas vacation. 

The jeeps had brought us over some 
bad roads but, for me, the worst part 
of the whole trip was coming over the 
mountains from Los Encuentros to To- 
tonicapan.

Mother's Passing Brought Saddest Christmas 


My Mother, Mrs. J. W. (Bessie) Wal- 
ker, who went to be with Jesus De- 
cember 22, was buried Christmas Eve 
day. 

It is needless to say this was the 
saddest Christmas the Walkers ever 
experienced. And yet, through it all 
there was much for which to be 
thankful. She had reared her entire 
family of six to be grown and married. 
She had mothered two orphans from 
infancy, making her, really, eight 
children. Mother was a blessed saint 
of God, who has made a safe landing 
in glory. 

One really needn’t be a pessimist to 
feel that the present state of the 
world presents a dark picture. The 
blessing of peace the world so eagerly 
awaits has not come yet, even after 
sixteen months since the firing ceased. 
Millions of people are still hungry; 
hatred and blood-shed, uneasiness, 
civil wars, riots, revolutions; fear and 
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suspicion at the diplomatic confer- 
ences are very outstanding. Strikes 
and failure of production of useful 
commodities causes many to feel de- 
spondent. The housing shortage has 
played its part, together with high 
costs of living, to make things more 
gloomy. Naturally, the old-time 
Christmas spirit was a bit hard to find 
—and yet... 

Recently in Chicago a photographer 
found a mother, with her two small 
children, sleeping in the back seat of 
her car, which was parked in a garage 
—some more housing-shortage vic- 
tims. They had not had a bed for three 
months. Seeing the picture, people 
throughout the Nation generously re- 
sponded, giving over one hundred 
gifts of money. She was offered a 
home in Atlantic City, Waterford, New 
York, Chicago, and Antioch, Il. 

In Bellevue, Ohio, another incident 
worthy of praise happened. Little 


eight-year-old Johnny Lower was tak- 
en, like millions of other American 
children, to see the Christmas toys; 
only Johnny couldn’t see them, except 
through his fingers; he was blind. 
When asked what he wanted for 
Christmas, he said, “A seeing-eye 
dog.” He had been saving his pennies, 
but was far short of the goal. When 
the people throughout America 
learned about Johnny’s probiem, they 
solved it for him. He received his see- 
ing-eye dog; also a mill hand at Mas- 
sillon, Ohio, offered to give up one of 
his eyes so that Johnny might be able 
to see and not just feel. 

All of us children braced up the 
best we could for our precious, aged, 
crippled father’s sake, but since re- 
turning to the office, I have had the 
loneliest. feeling. I feel so keenly the 
loss of my mother’s prayers; but 
through it all, the church, neighbors, 
and friends were so kind, considerate, 
and lovely to us. It was sad, but it was 
heavenly to think Mother’s suffering

much. Now that you are there—what 
about your promise? Layman, you 
promised God you would be a better 
member, faithful, loyal, prayerful, if 
He would only give you a certain pas- 
tor this year. Now that you have the 

desired man—what about your vow? 

Whatever you asked of God during 
your earnest desire, promising Him a 
sacrifice of gratitude, He expects you 
to fulfill your word. 

VOWS ARISE FROM DISTRESS 

Judges 11:30-39 

This vow is extreme, and, frankly, 
very difficult. The problem arises, 
did God demand that Jephthah sac- 
rifice his daughter? Jephthah had 
been in great distress and need of vic- 
tory over the children of Ammon. For 
that victory, he promised God to sac- 
rifice of the first thing to greet him at 
his home-coming. Not a choice lamb 
met him, not his household pet, nor 
yet his purebred bullock—but his 
daughter! Her throat bursting with 
song, her heart pounding with glee, 
she bounded down the lane to greet 
her warrior father. Oh, pity! Oh, sad- 
ness! What aching hearts! What 
anguished souls! But Jephthah kept 
his vow! 

Whether or not God _ expected 
Jephthah to keep his awful, pitiable 
vow, Jephthah thought so. Although it 
seemed that it would wrench his heart 
from his bosom, he observed his prom- 
ise to the letter. Let honor rest with 
that splendid girl! How noble! Her 
submission is one of the most touching 
examples in the Bible. Let honor rest 
with Jephthah! He did not draw back 
from doing what hurt him most, if it 
meant fulfilling a promise made to 
God. He was convinced that it must be 
done, and did not seek any quarter 
from God. We do know that he has 
been registered in the annals of the 
faithful (Jephthae in Hebrews 11:32), 
presumably for his fidelity to his 
sworn promise. , 

You were in distress—you had to 
claim the victory over some obstacle. 
For healing you promised, for deliver- 
ance you vowed, your service and your 
testimony. Have you remembered to 
pay? 

VOWS ARISE FROM FEAR 
Jonah 2:9 

Jonah had reason to be afraid! He 
was in a predicament! Locked in the 
belly of some great fish, estranged 
from God, far from home—he was 
scared! His dilemma was: either stay 
in that fish, or go preach to the de- 
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spised Ninevites. His heart bent finally 
to obedience; he cried out: “J will pay 
that that I have vowed!” When a time 
of terror comes into your life, you will 
remember the favors of God that have 
gone unrequited. A time or reckoning 
must come to those who refuse to pay 
their debts. David described his ter- 
rible anguish (Psalms 116), and asked 
how he might requite the Lord. “I will 
pay my vows NOW ...” He did not put 
it off until a more convenient date: 
but NOW! 

When you were afraid someone 
would hear what you had said about 
them, you prayed—you promised never 
to be guilty of idle and uniformed gos- 
sip again. Has that promise been 
kept? You slipped, you sinned—then 
you promised God that, if He would 
guard your secret from being scattered 
about, you would never place yourself 
in the way of such temptation again. 
Have you kept that vow? When it was 
dark and you made great vows, God 
had mercy on you; He let the fish 
vomit you onto dry ground. Now that 
the day is bright and your fear is gone, 
do you stick by your word? 

GOD’S VOWS TO US 

2 Peter 3:9, “The Lord is not slack 
concerning his promise, as some men 
count slackness; but is longsuffering 
to us-ward ...” Men expect God to 
keep His pledges to them. He is faith- 
ful; everything promised will be ful- 
filled. Then, to follow the example of 
one so honest and faithful, should we 
not be extremely careful to keep our 
word to Him? At the beginning of this 
year, let us consider our past promises, 
and make full settlement. 

Don’t try to forget it! You would 
not think of forgetting a past grocery 
debt, and beginning all over. No, you 
must go back and straighten up that 
debt. If the debt you owe God is long 
past, make a full settlement NOW. 
Either pay it or receive His amnesty 
(you decide that with Him)—then be- 
gin anew. Psalms 76:11, “Vow, and 
pay unto the Lord your God.” God 
takes pleasure in the paid vow. So, vow 
—and pay!

for burnt offerings and sacrifices God 
wouldest not, but has prepared a sac- 
rifice of His own (Jesus Christ), and 
all Israel can be grafted into their 
own olive tree, as Peter, Paul, and all 
the early Church, if they accept it, for 
Israel as a nation has not blasphemed 
the Holy Ghost. But the “born again” 
church cannot share its birthright 
with Ishmael, even if he were as good 
as Nicodemus, any more than Isaac or 
Jacob, who was the type of election by 
grace before he was born, could share 
his with Esau, a type of Jewish blood 
inheritance and works. Nor can the 
birthrights ever be reversed, for all 
the promises concerning the return 
of Israel to Palestine were relative to 
their captivity, and were fulfilled up- 
on their return, except (the return 
prior to the tribulation and) the one 
referring to the triumphal entry of the 
true Israel into the heavenly Zion, 
and God could never return to types 
and shadows. To do so would necessi- 
tate a change in tabernacles—-from 
the heavenly to the earthly—a 
change of bloods—from that “once 


shed for all time” to that of bulls and 
goats. 
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
